trator and the medical staff. Something 
needed to be done to ensure an ade- 
quate nursing staff for the new hos- 
pital. 

Several ideas were discussed in- 
formally but none seemed to quite fit 
our special needs. The present plan 
had its beginning in an informal dis- 
cussion between the director of nurses, 
the pediatrician on the medical staff, 
and the administrator. The discussion 
began with the suggestion for a loan 
fund to enable girls interested in tak- 
ing nurses’ training to fulfill their 
ambition. Plans were immediately laid 
to investigate the possibility of such 
a fund in more detail. After consid- 
erable study, it was decided that a 
loan fund was not the exact answer 
to meet the needs of our community 

A tentative plan was presented to 
the medical staff, which responded 
enthusiastically, and from the medical 
staff's discussion evolved the present 
program. This program was unique 
in that, as far as we knew, it was the 
first plan for financing student nurses 
that did not stipulate that the money 
must be paid back; nor were the girls 
required to return to the community. 

Everyone connected with the plan 
felt that it should be administered by 
someone outside the medical staff or 
the hospital. One of the doctors sug- 
gested that the plan be presented to 
the army advisory board of which he 
was a member. The advisory board 
responded even more enthusiastically 
than we could have hoped for and 
endorsed the program completely. One 
of the members made the suggestion 
that perhaps the Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Club would be 
interested in helping out in the plan. 
It was brought up at the club’s next 
meeting and accepted unanimously. 
The Business and Professional Women’s 
Club agreed to handle the adminis- 
tration of the fund, to help obtain 
contributions, and to investigate 
sources of applicants. 

The final plan as it is now in opera- 
tion is as follows: The Business and 
Professional Women's Club appointed 
a committee of four members to work 
with three additional members con- 
sisting of the director of nurses of the 
hospital, a member of the medical 
staff, and the administrator. This com- 
mittee’s function is to administer the 
scholarship fund, interview prospec- 
tive students, and carry on the neces- 
sary correspondence with the schools 
of nursing.

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scholarship fund and while it is pri- 
marily intended to help girls who 
would find it difficult to finance a 
nursing education, the girl's financial 
standing is purely secondary. To be 
eligible a girl must be a high school 
graduate, have been in the upper third 
of her class, and have the ambition 
and personality which, in the opinion 
of the committee, would make her a 
good nurse. She must also have suc 
cessfully completed the aptitude tests 
and met all the requirements for en 
trance in the school of her choice 


The raising of funds to meet the 
expenses of this program was much 
less dificult than the committee had 
anticipated. It would be an under- 
statement to say that the community 
responded completely. The medical 
staff and the county medical society 
both voted substantial contributions 
and indicated their desire to submit 
annual contributions as long as the 
fund was in existence or as long as 
the need continued. Virtually all of 
the civic groups, fraternal orders, busi- 
ness and professional groups, as well

as individuals responded generously. 

In response to our inquiries, about 
five hospitals indicated an interest in 
seeing that our program was success- 
ful. The program has been in opera- 
tion a little more than a year and 
gives every indication of continuing 
as one of the top projects of commu- 
nity interest and concern. 

Each applicant, after she has been 
fully accepted by both the school and 
the committee, is informed that the 
committee would like to have her 
return to the local hospital after the 
completion of her training. It is made 
plain, however, that there is no formal 
obligation on her part to return. Any 
obligation to the community is purely 
a moral one and the only actual obli- 
gation she accepts is the understand- 
ing that if she drops out before the 
course is completed for any reasoa 
other than illness or some other inci- 
dent beyond her control she will pay 
back the money the committee has 
expended for her education. 

The first year, out of 12 applicants, 
nine girls were granted scholarships 
One girl dropped out after approxi- 
mately three months’ training and has 
since refunded her expenses in full. 
Our community now has in training 
eight girls in four hospitals in two 
cities. The reports we get back from 
our students more than repay the 
committee for the effort it has put in 
to starting this program 

It was interesting to note that, as 
a direct result of this Bowling Green- 
Warren County Nursing Scholarship 
program, one hospital here in Ken- 
tucky broke a tradition of long stand- 
ing and accepted two applicants, on 
the basis of their obvious sincerity, 
personality and = scholarship record, 
even though they were Negroes. The 
report on these two girls indicates 
the hospital is exceedingly proud of 
their achievements. 

One outstanding result of this schol- 


arship program was the example of 


basic American cooperation when a 
Catholic, a Protestant and a person of 
Jewish faith made available funds for 
a scholarship for a Negro girl. 

The committee maintains 
spondence with each of the schools 
where a scholarship student is located. 
All of the girls continue to plan on 
the time when they will return to 
their community and work as regis- 


corre- 


tered nurses. 

The program thus far has exceeded 
our anticipation. With eight girls in 
training, six applications already re-

For Peaceful Purchasing 

Here's a plan for assuaging the Cold 
War being waged between your de- 
partment heads and the purchasing 
agent. E. A. Anderson, the P.A. at 
St. Luke's Hospital, Chicago, has 
brought out a booklet on the subject, 
and Leo W. Lyons, the hospital's di- 
rector, finds that negotiations between 
the procurement office and depart- 
mental executives are now freer from 
charges of secret agreements, chain 
reactions, (mis) guided missiles, and 
Eniwetok-type explosions. 

Seven rules of supplier relations are 
laid down at the outset, and they are 
worth repeating right out of Mr. An- 
derson’s procedure book: 

“1. When a department head de- 
sires to interview a supplier relative 
to potential purchase of equipment or 
supplies, he or she shall advise the 
purchasing agent, and arrangements 
will be made. Vendors are expected 
to conform, and also report back to 
‘Purchasing.’ 

“2. Arrangements for demonstra- 
tions of equipment or hospital sun- 
dries shall be made through the pro- 
curement office. 

“3. No preference for an item or 
its supplier shall be made known to 
any supplier until a purchase order is 
placed. No favorable or unfavorable 
comment shall be made to a vendor 
regarding a competitor or competitor's 
products. 

“4. Vendors shall not have access 
to competitors’ samples, prices, litera- 
ture or correspondence in our pos- 
session. 

“5. Normally, negotiations in an- 
ticipation of purchases or contracts 
shall be processed by the purchasing 
agent. Deviation from this procedure 
creates complications. 

“6. Negotiations for disposition of 
items no longer needed are conducted 
by the supervisor of stores, as assigned 
by the purchasing agent and author- 
ized by the hospital director. 

“7. Misunderstandings and claims 


relating to hospital purchases and 
business relations with suppliers shall 
be adjusted by the purchasing agent. 
Delays here may be costly and become 
involved.” 

From here on, the booklet gets 
down to details of requisitions, pur- 
chase orders, centralized receiving, cen- 
tralized shipping, control of location 
of equipment, and instrument and 
equipment repairs by outside agencies. 
Ac St. Luke's things are going fairly 
smoothly now.

1. Where did you get the informa-

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Ratio for Blood Banks 

Question: We have a “Walking Blood 
Bank" and ask no more than one donor for 
each transfusion (tradition in this area). 
This ratio is inadequate and leaves us short 
of blood most of the time. In emergency 
we call our list of known donors and they 
donate free of charge. However, we are 
“bleeding a good thing to death.” 

A two-for-one basis is excellent but most 
difficult to get here, and the public can 
never stop complaining about such a ratio. 
Recently we have considered purchasing 
blood from the public at $5 per 500 cc. 
and continuing with the present ratio of 
one donor for each transfusion. This area 
is crowded with extremely poor people and 
| am sure there would be no difficulty buy- 
ing the blood. Your comments will be ap- 
preciated.—F.K., Ky. 

ANSWER: How to keep an ample 
supply of donors is, and I suppose al- 
ways will be, one of the ever-present 
problems of blood banking. However, 
I believe there are several ways to cope 
with the problem: (a) by two-for- 
one replacement; (b) by group plans 
(blood pools); (c) by giving the re- 
cipient a choice between replacement 
and payment; (d) by using a small 
ratio of professional donors—particu- 
larly for the rare types, such as AB 
and Rh negative. 

I assume a service charge is made 
in addition to the blood itself, al- 
though your letter does not so state. 
This varies over the country from $3 
to $10, and sometimes a little more. 

The “sting” of a two-for-one re- 
placement system can sometimes be re- 
duced by having an alternative. For 
example, in one state I am familiar 
with a plan which works like this: $20 
is the unit charge for a pint of blood. 
This obligation can be canceled in 
one of three ways: (1) payment of 
the $20 in cash; (2) payment of $10 
and a pint of blood, or (3) two pints 
of blood. This bank, of course, buys 
some of its blood from professional 
donors. 

I am an advocate of the group plaa 
or “blood pool” system. This plan 
can be made available to any group, 
such as churches, lodges, clubs, office 
groups and civic groups, and deposits 
can be made in one of two ways: 
either the members can be typed and 
called in by type or they may come 
when it is convenient. The plan as 
designed usually requires about 2 per 
cent of the total number involved to 
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deposit a pint of blood each month. 
Each credit is good for one year, al- 
though the blood itself is used as 
needed and before it is outdated. If 
you are interested I would be glad to 
give you further details. 

I do not have any grievance against 
those who buy blood if this is done 
on a limited scale and only to supple- 
ment the replacements. It is usually 
found helpful to maintain a profes- 
sional donor list of these types from 
which you may call in Rh negatives, 
in particular, when you run short. 
However, it is good practice to have 
some of every type on your profes- 
sional list so they can be called when 
needed. 

Another helpful aid in supplying 
those who have no donors and no 
money is to set up a “needy person 
pool.” 

Deposits of blood in the bank 
by donors “with no strings attached” 
can be credited to this pool—the 
blood being used as needed. Another 
source for this pool is to credit sur- 
plus blood deposits, with the donor's 
permission, to the needy person pool. 
This helps build good public relations 
also, especially if you tell the person 
who receives the blood the name of 
the person who gave it—and tell the 
person who gave it the name of the 
person who received it. This, of course, 
is not required, but I found it very 
helpful. 

Any plan must be adapted to the 
needs of the particular area, and al- 
most always certain modifications are

Time Clocks Have Uses 


Question: We would appreciate any in- 
formation you can give us on the use of 
time clocks in hospitals.—N.T., Mass. 


ANSWER: It is Customary in a great 
many hospitals, particularly those of 
100 beds and more, to have all of the 
nonprofessional employes recorded in 
and out on time clocks. An increasing 
number of hospitals has put every- 
body, including nurses, technicians and 
other professional personnel, on time 
clocks. 

The reason for doing this is not so 
much as a “police action” but rather 
to increase the accuracy of time re- 
cordings, as this, in turn, reduces the 
work load on the pay-roll department 
and usually results in a reduction of 
time between the close of any given 
pay period and the actual paying of 
employes. 

There is less resentment against 
time clocks by professional people 
than there used to be, although it still 
requires an adroit and skillful selling 
job to get everyone in a hospital on 
the time clock.—E. W. JONEs. 


Professional Counsel Pays 


Question: We were thinking of em- 
ploying a professional fund-raising counsel 
for a forthcoming campaign, but were dis- 
couraged when our inquiry revealed the 
fees for this service would be considerably 
higher than we had anticipated. The board 
now seems reluctant to employ outside 
counsel. What is the best solution for the 
hospital?—A.M.J., Wis. 


ANSWER: Experience demonstrates 
conclusively that a competent, repu- 
table fund-raising counsel will conduct 
a more successful campaign than a 
hospital board can do without outside 
help. Usually, following his survey the 
counsel will establish a realistic cam- 
paign goal, then realize the goal in his 
campaign. The reputable counsel 
charges a fee based on the number of 
staff members used in the campaign, 
and the number of days worked, and 
not on a percentage of the funds 
raised. In most cases, the amount of 
the fee is returned to the hospital 
many times over in the added success 
of the campaign.

HILL-BURTON OUTLOOK 


Once again Hill-Burton hospital construction program is 
running into financial trouble. This time, it may turn out 
to be serious trouble. 

For the last several years the annual allocation for new 
grants has been about $75,000,000, or half the figure that 
could be appropriated under the law. The restriction was 
accepted as essential in view of the demands of the Korean 
war. 

For the next fiscal year, starting next July 1, President 
Truman’s budget called for the same figure, $75,000,000. 
The Eisenhower budget, a product of conferences between 
officials of Federal Security Agency (now Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare) and Budget Bureau offi- 
cials, cut the figure 20 per cent, to $60,000,000. 

House appropriations committee has just concluded 
closed hearings on appropriations for the new department, 
including the Division of Hospital Facilities, the federal 
office administering the H-B program. Whether the com- 
mittee will restore some of the money cut off by the new 
administration’s experts has not yet been decided. 

At hearings before the committee, the whole story of Hill- 
Burton was laid out in the record: the money appropriated 
to date, how it was spent, where it was spent, and the 
fact that federal control over hospital operations has been 
scrupulously avoided. A committee source explained that 
the committee was interested in all the facts and had no 
intention of blindly accepting the Budget Bureau’s arbitrary 
cut of $15,000,000. However, there was no assurance that 
the final decision would be to recommend an increase. 

Senate committee was expected to start its study of the 
H-B program as soon as the House committee completed 
its job. Usually the Senate committee makes a less detailed 
study than the House group, but it has developed the help- 
ful practice of restoring cuts that obviously would greatly 
damage or wreck a good program. There is not the least 
question that Hill-Burton has been a sound, well admin- 
istered program, one that is returning value to the taxpayers. 
The only question is, How much money should be spent 
on this work when Congress is desperately attempting to 
cut expenses? 

Even if both committees should hold fast to the $60,- 
000,000 figure, there will still be some chance for a restora- 
tion. The House itself has shown keen interest in the 
program, and a vigorous effort may be expected on the 
floor to bring the figure up to the usual $75,000,000, at 
least. 

If the cut is sustained, a number of state programs will 
be pitched immediately into financial difficulties, particu- 
larly those with medical school hospitals, the construction 
cost of which is being spread over a number of years. In 
these cases there is no legal obligation on the federal gov- 
ernment to come up with the expected grants, though there 
may be a moral commitment. Conceivably none of the 
projects will be stopped, but if a state finds itself paying

twice what it expected to pay, and the federal government 
only half of its anticipated share, the howls certainly will be 
heard in Washington. 

The division’s administrative appropriations—to pay for 
planning, architects, engineers, travel expense, etc.—also are 
threatened with a stiff reduction. If the threat is carried 
out, the 750 projects now under way will not be checked 
as carefully as a prudent Congress might want its money 
to be watched. The point here is that a reduction in money 
available for grants will not reduce the administrative 
overhead, because projects under way won't be affected. 


CONSTRUCTION MATERIALS 


It is ironic that the hospital construction program faces a 
sharp curtailment just when construction material again 
becomes abundant. 

On July 1, when the H-B program may be starting on 
its most difficult financial year, controls will be discarded. 
Suppliers will still have to take care of military and Atomic 
Energy Commission orders first, but after that the federal 
government will not be concerned with how steel, copper, 
aluminum and other stocks are distributed. 

On that date, if not before, the Piyision of Civilian Health 
Requirements of U.S. Public Service will go out 
of existence. There is some talk now of delegating a few 
holdover responsibilities to another federal agency, but even 
that hasn’t been decided. If the work is carried on at all, 
it will be limited to planning for emergencies and keeping 
track of suppliers to smooth over any shortage areas that 
may develop. 

When it was needed, the Division of Civilian Health Re- 
quirements did an important and complicated job, and 
never with a large staff. As a “claimant” for the health 
fields, it represented hospitals, clinics and medical schools 
before other government agencies assigned to allocate scarce 
materials. Once allocations were made, this P.H.S. division 
directed distribution by means of priority orders. 

At the same time, the division kept its fingers on the 
equipment production operation and did a great deal to 
smooth out the flow of items needed every day by hospitals. 

Charles Lavin set up the operation a few months after 
start of the Korean war. When the unit was elevated to 
an office in anticipation of the indefinite need for controls, 
Wesley Gilbertson was made chief, and Lavin remained as 
his assistant. Since then they have worked efficiently as a 
team. 


VETERANS HOSPITAL CARE 


There is some possibility that a showdown may be in the 
making over the long discussed and much misunderstood 
question of providing hospital care, through Veterans Ad- 
ministration, for men whose injuries or disabilities are not 
related to their military service. 

Rep. Olin Teague, the Texas Democrat who has re- 
peatedly defied veterans associations yet is reelected every 





two years, has provided the vehicle that might—just might 
—force a decision. It is a bill designed to limit the hospitali- 
zation of veterans with nonservice connected disabilities who 
are financially able to pay their own medical bills. 

Mr. Teague’s proposal would: 

1. Specifically authorize V.A. to obtain financial data on 
all nonservice connected cases; at present V.A. may not 
“look behind” the indigent oath. 

2. Set up a special class of veterans suffering from serious 
chronic conditions and not able to make a living for them- 
selves or their families for a “long, indefinite time.” After 
service connected cases were taken care of, these men 
would be eligible for admission to the hospitals. 

3. Authorize the V.A. to collect part or all of the hos- 
pitalization costs from a veteran financially able to pay. 

In describing his bill in the House, Mr. Teague declared: 
“. . « it is perfectly clear that this amendment does not 
disturb the priority category for service connected cases and 
emergency cases. Veterans with these types of disabilities 
are entitled to priority admission at the present time. My 
bill deals exclusively with the hospitalization of veterans 
with nonservice connected disabilities.” 

Introduction of Mr, ‘Teague’s bill came after an acrimoni- 
ous several weeks, during which every partisan had his say. 
Rep. John Phillips, California Republican, was a leader in 
House criticism of the system that allows hospitalization 
of veterans for conditions with no relation to their service. 

Most deadly anti-V.A. charges came in the form of a 
report by the government’s General Accounting Office. The 
office investigated a large number of veterans who were 
hospitalized by V.A. for nonservice connected injuries or 
illnesses. Its findings were sensational: without question, 
hundreds or thousands gf&wealthy veterans each year were 
swearing they “couldn’ d” to pay for hospitalization, 
then proceeding to get free treatment for conditions that 
had nothing at all.to do with their military service. 

Next, the American Legion, which generally can be 
expected to support a liberal admittance policy for V.A. 
hospitals, moved into the conflict. At a special news con- 
ference, the Legion made these points: 

1. A more rigid system should be invoked for screening 
veterans with nonservice connected disabilities who apply 
for hospitalization. However, T. O. Kraabel, director of 
the Legion’s National Rehabilitation Commission, said he 
thought the Legion would oppose any bill proposing that 
any monservice connected case be barred if the patient’s 
income exceeded a certain figure. 

2. A survey by the Legion showed that of 602 cases 
studied, the men had spent a total of $324,195 for medical 
and hospital care before applying to the V.A. Thus, the 
Legion concluded, “they had exhausted their own means 
and resources before making application.” 

3. The Legion’s immediate objective is completion of a 
program already authorized by Congress to bring the total 
V.A. beds to 131,000. 

It is apparent that although the Legion is willing to talk 
about the nonservice problem, it probably wouldn’t go as 
far as Mr. Teague proposes. 

It is more than likely that the dispute over nonservice 
cases will shift temporarily out of Washington to New 
York City in June, during the American Medical Asso- 
ciation’s convention. 

Last year an A.M.A. committee made a comprehensive 
study of V.A., particularly the nonservice care problem. It 
recommended that Congress do something about strength- 


ening the law covering indigent veterans. But, after hearing 
an impassioned plea by V.A. Medical Director Boone, the 
A.M.A.’s house of delegates last December reversed the 
committee and passed a less critical resolution. 

Sentiment in A.M.A. is understood to be strongly in 
favor of a reform in the V.A. admission policy. If the 
Teague bill should happen to be up for Congressional 
action at the time of the June meeting, it would provide 
a clear-cut issue for debate and action. 


LABOR LAW EXEMPTION THREATENED 

Possibility that hospitals may lose their exemption from 
mandatory collective bargaining under the Taft-Hartley Act 
was raised in hearings by the House committee on education 
and labor. Speaking for the American Nurses Association, 
Shirley Titus told the committee A.N.A, was most anxious 
that exemption of nonprofit hospitals be eliminated in any 
new labor relations act. “Existing exemption,” she said, “has 
seriously impeded the efforts of the nurses’ professional or- 
ganization to improve the economic condition of its mem- 
bers... . Experience has demonstrated that many employers 
of registered professional nurses will not grant nurses their 
basic economic rights unless such rights are clearly prescibed 
by statute.” 

American Hospital Association has reaffirmed its position 
that exemption is essential to protect hospitals and their pa- 
tients: “There are no profits to bargain with . . . collective 
bargaining in a hospital pits the employe against the patient.” 
In a bulletin to members, A.LH.A. Washington bureau urged 
administrators and trustees to write their Congressmen stat- 
ing how proposed legislation would affect their hospitals. 


WAGE AND PRICE CONTROLS 


At Senate banking and currency committee hearings on 
S. 753, Emergency Stabilization Act of 1953, William S. 
McNary testified for hospitals as chairman of A.H.A. Coun- 
cil on Government Relations, asking exemption from wage 
and price controls for hospitals. 


DOCTOR DRAFT 


Truce in Korea would not reduce the need for doctors in 
the armed services, Maj. Gen. George Armstrong told the 
House armed services committee during hearings on the 
doctor draft bill. The surgeon-general estimated the armed 
forces would need 12,259 physicians in the next two years 
—double the present rate. Only an extension of the draft 
can meet military needs, General Armstrong said. “If a 
permanent cease-fire in Korea should occur,” he added, “we 
would still need large numbers of physicians and profes- 
sional care and support activities.” 

Proposed extension would exempt doctors with 12 months’ 
military service since the Korean war began. Those with 
no service would be subject to call for 24 months. Those 
with one year’s service since 1940 would be liable to call 
for 17 months’ duty. 

Government officials estimate that this June about 2700 
men in Priorities I, II and III of the doctor draft will be 
finishing internships and residencies and become eligible 
for active duty. The figure is impressive, particularly in 
view of the fact that the military services won’t be allowed 
to call up more than 966 physicians for all of April, May 
and June. Because of this improving picture, Congress 
may take its time in passing an extension of the doctor 
draft act. However, it is generally conceded that some form 
of compulsion will have to be available.

person who reads 
conclude.” 

The average person who concluded 
that Dr. Hawley condemned the whole 
medical profession must have read the 
article with his eyes closed, but the 
chief issue between Dr. Hawley and 
his critics is not so much the number 
of doctors who are stinkers as whether 
it is good or bad for stinkers, in what- 
ever number, to be publicly exposed. 
According to the academy resolution 
that was wrathily adopted at St. Louis, 
Dr. Hawley’s strictures “tend to bring 
the medical profession in disrepute 
and to make it subject to public suspi- 


cion, ridicule and scorn.” Answering 
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back from Los Angeles a few days 
later, the board of regents of the 
American College of Surgeons referred 
to “a small minority [which] strongly 
resents any action which calls the at- 
tention of the public and the profes- 
sion to wrongdoing. . . . This 
group desires to keep knowledge of 
these unethical practices from the pub- 
lic and to silence all doctors of good 
will who decry conduct which is preju- 
dicial to the best care of the sick.” 

That is the issue. Unquestionably, 
public confidence in doctors and hospi- 
tals is shaken whenever an article ap- 
pears calling attention to bad medical 
and hospital practices. “I don’t know 
how you can avoid it,’ Dr. Hawley 
said when asked if his crusades against 
unethical practices would undermine 
public confidence in physicians. “I 
don't know how you can correct evil 
without bringing it out into the light.” 

This is unfortunate, but probably 
not disastrous. In the long run, public 
confidence in doctors and hospitals 
cannot be destroyed by a critical mag- 
azine article, any more than it can be 
created by a favorable one. The thing 
that builds confidence is good per- 
formance, and the only thing that can 
destroy it is bad performance. Follow- 
ing the appearance of a critical article 
that may raise some doubts, it seems 
to us, needed confidence in good doc- 
tors and good hospitals will be re- 
gained through good experience. 

We see far more to be lost by si- 
lencing critics than by hearing them. 
Whenever a critic remains silent, a 
chance to know evil, and hence to 
combat it, is lost. Whenever a critic 
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speaks up and is abused for his pains, 
as Dr. Hawley was, other critics hold 
their tongues, and the icy grip of 
orthodoxy tightens its hold on society. 
The thing that is lost, eventually, when 
criticism is discouraged or suppressed, 
is freedom. A profession, or a nation, 
or an economic system that vilifies its 
critics is one that may some day purge 
them. Where heterodoxy is the un- 
forgivable sin, totalitarianism threat- 


ens. 


Thinking Machine 
DMINISTRATORS who laughed 
at the Lavoilet may live to see 
the day when the Lavoilet laughs back, 
if the possibilities for using problem- 
solving machines to replace human be- 
ings are developed along lines now 
contemplated, and in some cases actu- 
ally tested, by Dr. Norbert Wiener, 
the mathematical genius who invented 
the computing machine, or electronic 
brain. “It is unquestionably possible 
to construct a machine that will play 
chess,” Dr. Wiener said recently, to 
give you an idea what we may be up 
to in a few years. 

His chess machine, Dr. Wiener has 
acknowledged, “would probably win 
over a stupid or careless chess player, 
but would almost certainly lose to a 
careful player of any considerable de- 
The computing 
record, 


gree of proficiency.” 
machine has a much better 
having won an election eve forecast- 
ing contest by a wide margin over a 
group of players previously thought to 
possess a considerable degree of pro- 
ficiency. Actually, Dr. Wiener, who 
entered college when he was 11 years 
old and has been accelerating intellect- 
ually ever since, isn’t too much con- 
cerned about kind of result. 
“Wiener rarely sticks around to get 
credit for the final stages of anything,” 
a biographer said not long ago. “As 
soon as he’s sure in his own mind

that a machine such as the ‘electronic 
brain can be built, and has shown the 
physicists and others the theory of 
how to do it, he likes to drop it and 
look for something new.” 

For the last year or two Dr. Wiener 
has been looking for something new 
interest that could 
hospital 


in medicine—an 
revolutionize 
Just warming up, for exam-

dures. 
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ple, Dr. Wiener has already thought 
of a respirator whose operation is con- 
trolled by nerve impulses from the 
patient's brain, artificial limbs that can 
feel and respond to touch by means 
of an electronic “feed-back” mechan- 
ism, and a photocell apparatus that 
produces variable tones from type and 
will thus enable a blind person to read 
an ordinary printed page by ear. In 
the field of nervous and mental dis- 
eases, especially, Dr. Wiener foresees 
great progress through application of 
the theories of control and communica- 
tion in animals and machines which 
he and his co-workers have named 
cybernetics. “Realization that the hu- 
man brain and the computing machine 
have much in common may suggest 
new and valid approaches to psycho- 
pathology,” he said in a book pub- 
lished several years ago, in which func- 
tional mental disorders were compared 
to faults in the storing mechanism, or 
“memory,” of the machine. Accidents 


to the computing machine are handled 
by clearing it of all information in 
the hope that when it starts again 
the difficulty may not recur, subject- 
ing it to abnormally large electrical 
impulses, or disconnecting the erring 


part—processes that compare rather 
precisely to psychoanalysis, shock 
treatment, and lobotomy, Dr. Wiener 
points out. 

If cybernetics offers unlimited vistas 
for the clinician, it may also promise 
a less complicated life for the adminis- 
trator—but with dark overtones that 
are uncomfortably audible to Dr. 
Wiener, among others. “The automatic 
factory and the assembly line without 
human agents are only so far ahead of 
us as is limited by our willingness to 
put such a degree of effort into their 
engineering as was spent, for example, 
in the development of radar,” he has 
said. These developments, he added, 
have unbounded possibilities for good 
and evil. “The first industrial revolu- 
tion was the devaluation of the human 
arm by the competition of machinery,” 
he continued. “The modern industrial 
revolution is similarly Sound to de- 
value the human brain, at least in 
its simpler and more routine decisions. 
Of course, just as the skilled carpenter, 
the skilled mechanic, and the skilled 
dressmaker have survived the first in- 
dustrial revolution, so the skilled scien- 


tist and the skilled administrator may 
survive the second. However, taking 
the second revolution as accomplished, 
the average human being of mediocre 
attainments or less has nothing to sell 
that is worth anyone's money to buy.” 

These forbidding reflections lead Dr. 
Wiener to the same conclusion that 
lesser and greater philosophers have 
been reaching for 2000 years: “The 
answer is to have a society based on 
human values other than buying and 
selling.” 


Two Directions 

EVERAL hospital people were dis- 

cussing the familiar complaints of 
a patient: Wakened too early. Food 
uninteresting. Coffee cold. Nurses 
slow. Doctors aloof. Place run for the 
help rather than patients. In this case, 
unfortunately, the patient was a news- 
paper columnist who had complained 
publicly, using strong language. Now 
the hospital group was giving him 
his comeuppance: “Irresponsible crit- 
icism.” “Doesn't know the first thing 
about hospitals.” “Unfair.” “Ignorant.” 

The group's response was under- 
standable, of course. All the hospitals 
represented provide the essentials of 
good care: high standards of safety, 
competent medical service, skilled 
nursing for acutely ill patients. Admin- 
istrators understand that these things 
come first. What they don’t always 
understand is that the average patient 
takes them for granted; to him, the 
essentials of good care are uninter- 
rupted rest, good food, hot coffee and, 
above all, doctors and nurses in whom 
there is no trace of the infuriating at- 
titude that “Papa knows best.” 

No patient in his right mind, of 
course, would choose these comforts 
ahead of safety and competent medical 
care, but it is wrong to assume, as 
some hospital people appear to do, 
that the patient must choose one thing 
or the other. It may be impossible 
to satisfy all the demands of the most 
exacting patient under today’s condi- 
tions, but it is always possible to come 
closer, and it is always possible that 
the patient who complains may be 
right rather than ignorant. For best 
results, this year's Hospital Week 
slogan, “If you care . . .” may be di- 
rected inward as well as outward. 
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By way of proving this thesis, Blodgett Memorial Hospital, 
Grand Rapids, Mich., inaugurated a study of its own nurs- 
ing technics and procedures which resulted in increased 
efficiency and considerable saving of labor, time and money 


HERE is no shortage of nurses, 

there's just a shortage of intelli- 
gence in using the nurses we have.” 
In essence (to use one of his own pet 
phrases), that is the philosophy of 
Ronald Yaw, director of Blodgett 
Memorial Hospital, Grand Rapids, 
Mich. It may not win him many 
friends among the nursing profession, 
or among administrators who _ have 
found “the shortage” a convenieat ex- 
planation for shortcomings in their 
service to patients, but experience at 
Blodgett seems to preve that the 
theory is at least tenable. 

About two years ago Mr. Yaw 
strolled into the office of Frances Graff, 
director of nursing, and asked her to 
lend him two of her most capable 
nurses for a while. “I want one of 
them to study people and the other 
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to study things,” he informed her. If 
Miss Graff thought her superior had 
gone slightly off his rocker, she was 
too polite to mention it, and after giv- 
ing the problem some thought, pro- 
duced Clinical Instructor Leona Jacobs 
and Nursing Supervisor Rebecca Jack. 

In the conferences that followed, 
Mr. Yaw explained his theory and his 
purpose: To find ont whether and why 
the nursing service was inadequate and 
what could be done about it. He did 
not consider it necessary to call in out- 
side talent—there was plenty of talent 
on Blodgett’s own staff, and he was 
counting on the cooperation not only 
of the nursing staff but of all other 
departments as well. Miss Graff en- 
tered into the project with enthusiasm. 
It would be her job, first, to guide Miss 
Jacobs and Miss Jack in their studies 


and then, when the studies were com- 
pleted, to put their findings to use. 
Getting the right answers depends 
on asking the right questions, so Miss 
Jacobs (people) and Miss Jack 
(things) spent four weeks asking 
What were the nurses doing? Why 
were they doing it? Because it was 
the right thing to do or just because 
they always had? Were they spending 
their time with the patients? If not, 
where were they spending it? Were 
they running errands? Were they do- 
ing clerical work or maids’ work? Did 
they have the proper supplies and 
equipment for their job? If not, what 
changes should be made? Why were 
items like thermometers and syringes 
disappearing at such an alarming rate? 
What were the traffic problems? Was 
there proper communication within 
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and among departments? Did every- 
one know exactly what his job was 
and to whom he was responsible? 

Some of the questions hardly needed 
to be asked. Everyone knew that the 
traffic situation was a mess—and would 
be until the new 126 bed addition to 
the hospital was completed. Nurses 
snake-hipping their way around tight- 
ly packed wards talked wistfully of 
the day when they would be able to 
walk frontways instead of sideways. 
Everyone knew that the maintenance 
of the building was below standard, 
and, equally, that it was almost hope- 
less to try to keep the premises clean 
while workmen trundled wheelbarrows 
through the corridors and knocked out 
walls. Everyone talked hopefully of 
March 25, 1953, when, Heaven and 
the steamfitters willing, the first pa- 
tients (pediatric) would be transferred 
to the new unit. Then everything 
would be different. 

However, many of the questions 
need not and should not wait upon a 
new building. They had to be asked 
right away, and Miss Jack and Miss 
Jacobs came up with some very in 
teresting answers. 

Miss Jacobs learned, among other 
things, that at least eight or nine hours 
a day that should have been devoted 
tO nursing care were spent on errands 

to the pharmacy, the laboratory, the 
x-ray room, central supply, the laun- 
dry, the surgery; that the nursing staff 
spent an inordinate amount of time 
dispensing drugs after the pharmacy 
closed; that the linen supply on the 
floors was inadequate; that nurses were 
trying to get rooms made up for new 
patients just at the busiest time of the 
day; that there were overlapping and

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duplication of jobs; that employes 
needed better orientation, and that 
interdepartmental relations could be 
strengthened by in-service training and 
group meetings. 

“Communications could be improved 
and made more effective if a discus- 
sion of the entire group involved 
could take place,” Miss Jacobs con- 
cluded her report. “In this way ques- 
tions would be answered and an in- 
terest created, Everyone could partici 
pate in bettering the nursing care of 
the patient” (italics ours). 

Meanwhile, Miss Jack was pursuing 
her researches into “things.” Starting 
with the central supply service, she 
charted the chaotic scramble of people 
and supplies into and out of the de- 
partment. As far as the physical setup 
of the central supply service was con- 
cerned, it was obvious that many 
needed improvements would have to 
wait for the move into more spacious 
quarters in the new building; the old 
room had long since outgrown its 
space. But there was no need to wait 
for a new building to determine what 
was happening to supplies and equip- 
ment. Miss Jack had one idea in mind 
—to save time and materials—and her 
approach was simple and direct. She 
devised a form on which she entered 
the answers to Certain pertinent ques- 
tions regarding every item of equip- 
ment and supply, from adhesive tape 
to thermometers, that is used in the 
nursing department (Fig. 1). These 
included: 

1. What is the item used for? 
How much does it cost? 

Where does it come from? 
4. What quantity is ordered?

education and conferences to 
straighten out. 
the study program should be continued 
and the recommendations should be 
put into effect in the order of their 
urgency and feasibility. Miss Jacobs 


returned to her duties as clinical in- 
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structor and Miss Jack was assigned 
to carry on the projects, doubling as 
relief nursing supervisor whenever she 
was needed in that capacity. At the 
beginning of this year, however, Mr. 
Yaw and Miss Graff could see the pro- 
gram growing to such proportions, 
and to such good effect, that they 
decided Miss Jack could be usefully 
employed full time with her studies 
and surveys, and, accordingly, relieved 
her of all other duties. Her title, 
which may well be unique in nursing, 
is “Supervisor of Methods Improve- 
ment.” 

Between Jan. 15, 1952, and Jan. 
15, 1953, Miss Jack devoted 128 days 
tO nursing research projects. Her re- 
port of her activities covered 15 pages, 
which, for lack of space, can only be 
summarized here. By way of intro- 
duction, Miss Jack explained the ob- 
jectives of the program as follows: 

“|. Better care of the patients, with 
economy of time and supplies through 
improved methods of processing, stor- 
age, issuance and usage of all types 
of supplies and equipment items (in- 
cluding pharmaceutical supplies) for 
nursing units. 

“2. To put into effect—following 
careful discussion with related depart- 
ments and with the Director of Nurs- 
ing Service and School of Nursing— 
such of the recommendations worked 
up by the surveys carried out in the 
fall of 1951 as have been selected 
progressively as the most urgently 


needed and most feasible to effect 
without major changes of present 
faciltties. 

"3. To continue specific studies and 
surveys as were indicated following 
discussion with the Director of the 
School of Nursing and Nursing Serv- 
ice, Director of the Hospital, or the 
Assistant Director of the Hospital.” 

The projects were broken down into 
various headings and subheadings as 
shown in the accompanying list. 

Each one of these activities was ex- 
plained in more or less detail. Three 
of the most urgent, and at the same 
time, most useful projects were: (1) 
the messenger service, (2) the floor 
manager system, and (3) the realloca- 
tion of some nursing duties to house- 
keeping, with a training program for 
housekeeping maids. 


MESSENGER SERVICE 

High priority was given to the mes- 
senger service (see Fig. 2) because 
the lack of it was a serious handicap 
and, as Miss Jacobs had pointed out, 
was the cause of much wasted nursing 
time, to say nothing of much conges- 
tion on elevators and in corridors. 

Here is Miss Jack’s report of the 
newly inaugurated messenger system: 

“The general basis of our messenger 
service is an hourly pickup and de- 
livery of all requisitions, slips, speci- 
mens, interdepartmental communica- 
tions, and such small articles as can 
be carried on a small cart throughout

“The benefits derived from this serv- 
ice have been: 

“1. It has been proved by time 
studies that we are saving from three 
to four hours in each department and 
unit daily. 

“2. The work flow in all depart- 
ments is more continuous because 
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there are fewer 
errands. 

“3. The atmosphere is quieter be- 
cause there are fewer people moving 
around the building. 

“4. The elevator service has im- 
proved because there are fewer people 
using them for errands. 

“5. The tendency for employes to 
congregate in remote areas of the 
building has been eliminated because 
they are not out of their respective 
departments. 

“6. Our patients have better care 
because all departments are able to 
function more efficiently owing to the 
fact that everything is in the right 
place every hour.”

FLOOR MANAGER 

The present floor manager system is 
Miss Graff's pride and joy. So is the 
floor manager, Norma Sprague. At the 
moment she is the only holder of the 
title at Blodgett although it is planned 
eventually to have a manager on each 
floor. 

After listening to the woes of her 
overworked head nurses who were 
begging for relief from a mountain 
of clerical and administrative detail, 
Miss Graff decided that what was 
needed was someone who could handle 
the administration of a nursing floor 
but who was not a nurse. She talked 
the idea over with her staff, outlined 
the job as she saw it (see Fig. 3), 
and obtained the approval of the 


nurses before she set out to find the 
right person. 

Since her installation as floor man- 
ager on the fourth floor (which is the 
hardest to manage because it is the 
largest and most heterogeneous), Mrs. 
Sprague has effected several improve- 
ments. She has reorganized floor sup- 
ply closets and installed a weekly sys- 
tem of ordering to keep the stocks 
up to par. Everything used on the 
floor is listed in supply books (one 
for each ward) and through the me- 
dium of these books, she is attempting 
to establish a norm of what is actually 
used. The cost of every item is en- 
tered in the book, a measure designed 
to discourage waste. Mrs. Sprague 
and Miss Jack reasoned that if the 
nurses knew that one roll of 3 inch 
adhesive tape cost $2.85 they might 
think twice before using it to paste 
notices on the wall. All thermometers 
are recorded, and rubber goods are 
marked with the name of the unit to 
which they have been issued. With 
such a system of control, it is not 
difficult to spot the habitual losers and 
breakers of equipment and point out 
the error of their ways. 

One of the greatest virtues of a 
floor manager is that she has time to 
lend a listening ear to suggestions and 
grievances. When the nurses com- 
plained that they ran out of linen 
sooner than they should because de- 
liveries were made at the wrong time, 
Mrs. Sprague investigated, found that 
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the complaint was valid, and recom- 
mended that delivery hours be 
changed. They were, and howls about 
linen shortages have been reduced to 
the merest murmur. 

A student nurse suggested that the 
cards on which patients’ medications 
and treatments were recorded were too 
small; a larger card, she thought, would 
be more efficient. That, too, was in- 
vestigated and approved; 5 by 7 inch 
cards have proved highly satisfactory. 

Turnover among orderlies is a 
chronic disease in all hospitals. Mrs. 
Sprague was made aware early in her 
tenure that the orderlies were dissatis- 
fied with their salaries. So she made 
a careful study of their wages in rela- 
tion to their living costs, checked with 
the Michigan State Employment Com- 
mission regarding salaries for com- 
parable jobs, and submitted a report 
with recommendations for minimum 
and maximum salaries, with increases 
at three-month intervals. Her figures 
were accepted and the raise was made 
effective Dec. 1, 1952. Mrs. Sprague 
believes that it is better psychology 
to give small raises at quarterly inter- 
vals than it is to give larger ones 
semiannually. And she disapproves of 
automatic increases. It is her conten- 
tion that each orderly’s work should 
be reviewed at the end of the three- 
month period and if he does not merit 
an increase he should have to wait 
another three months — and be told 
why. The increases have not been in 
force long enough to determine their 
effectiveness in reducing turnover, but 
there are indications of better morale 
among the orderlies. At least, they 
can't complain that no one takes any 
interest in their welfare. 

Mrs. Sprague knows that she is just 
getting a good running start on her 
job, but already the nurses on the 
fourth floor are wondering how they 
ever managed without a manager. 


HOUSEKEEPING 

In her report on people, Miss 
Jacobs strongly advocated that the 
housekeeping department should take 
over the cleaning of discharge and 
transfer units. Those units had been 
a sore spot for a long time. Theore- 
tically, patients are discharged between 
11 am. and | p.m. and new ones are 
admitted at 3 p.m., thus giving the 
nurses ample time to get the rooms 
ready. It's a lovely theory that doesn't 
work. In practice, discharged patients 
collide at the front door with new 
ones clamoring for a bed, while some 
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unfortunate nurse is struggling to 
make up beds with one hand and 
minister to her patients with the 
other. 

Miss Jacobs proposed that house- 
keeping maids be especially trained to 
clean the discharge units. Her pro- 
posal was accepted by the procedure 
committee and by Alfred Post, the 
executive housekeeper. To enable the 
maids to handle the additional duties 
without increasing the staff, it was sug- 
gested that the nursing department 
should assume responsibility for the 
care of flowers, a function which had 
somehow devolved on housekeeping 

As a follow-up to Miss Jacob's 
recommend.tion, Miss Jack investi- 
gated to determine the exact number 
of nursing hours that could be saved. 
She summarized her findings as fol- 
lows: 

“Time studied: Month of Septem- 
ber 1952. 

“Total number of units cleaned: 
854. 

“Allowing 20 minutes’ average 
cleaning time per unit (conservative ). 

"854 x 20 minutes 17,800 min- 
utes. 

"17,800 minutes divided by 60 
284.1 hours. 

“284.1 hours divided by 8 35.5 
days of nursing time for the month 
of September.” 

Q.E.D. ; 

Miss Jack set up a program of class- 
room instruction for the maids which 
includes training in the following sub- 
jects:

floor and will be extended to the sec- 
ond and third floors as raore maids 
complete the course. When the new 
building is open, Mr. Post believes it 
will be necessary to employ only one 
additional maid per floor. He also 
plans to have Miss Jack train his assist- 
ant, Mrs. Vera Ward, so that eventual- 
ly she will be responsible for the 
housekeeping teaching program. 

When the transfer of discharge units 
to housekeeping is operating fully, the 
housekeeping office will be notified 
when patients are discharged so that 
the maids can get the rooms ready 
promptly. Housekeeping will cover 
discharge units from 10 a.m. to 6:30 
p.m.; during evening hours, responsi- 
bility for them will revert to the nurs- 
ing department. 


STUDIES WILL BE CONTINUED 

Miss Jack's studies have impinged 
on every department in the hospital, 
and in the unlikely event that she 
should run short of projects, Miss 
Graff has a practically inexhaustible 
supply. Last September Miss Graft 
set each of her head nurses the task 
of listing five nursing problems and 
suggesting possible solutions. From 
these Miss Jack gets ideas to work on, 
but her rdle is that of helper. Miss 
Graff is very insistent that each head 
nurse must work out her own prob- 
lems and rely on Miss Jack only for 
advice and suggestions. 

At department head meetings Miss 
Graff invites comment and criticism 
on every phase of nursing care. Inter- 
departmental problems that contribute 
to inefficiency and inferior care are 
thoroughly aired. They may be as 
simple as the need for repairing nurses’ 
call bells, or as complex as the organ- 
ization of the messenger service, but 
anything that affects the care of the 
patient is given prompt and serious 
attention. 

Anyone who thinks all this has been 
accomplished without a hitch has 
never been inside a hospital. The 
hitches are many and various; the con- 
ferences and compromises are endless. 
But in spite of discouragements and 
delays that sometimes make Mr. Yaw 
and Miss Graff wish they had never 
heard of a hospital, the accomplish- 
ments since Miss Jacobs and Miss Jack 
first began to study people and things 
have been remarkable. They have 
demonstrated what Mr. Yaw set out 
to prove: 

In solving the nursing shortage, it’s 
intelligence that counts.

Where, Oh Where Has Our Dressing Cart Gone? 


CLIFFORD L. GRAVES, M.D.: “Bring Back That Rolling Treasure Trove” 


L NTIL a few years ago, every sur- 
gical ward and every surgical 
Hoor had a rolling treasure trove called 
the dressing cart. 

The dressing cart was a wonderful 
invention. Topside, it had the dressing 
forceps, the antiseptic solutions, the 
instrument trays, the roller bandages, 
the dressing jars, the vaseline gauze, 
the syringes, the needles, and what 
not. Below, you could find anything 
from sterile catheters to rubber gloves, 
from abdominal pads to finger splints, 
from distilled tincture of 
benzoin. There was a rack with as- 
sorted rolls of adhesive and a chain 


water to 


with a pair of sturdy scissors, such as 
one still sees occasionally in the hands 
of sturdy nurses. With the dressing 
cart, you could not only do the most 
complicated dressing, but also aspirate 
a chest, catheterize the bladder, irri- 
gate a colostomy, drain a wound, open 
a boil, suture a laceration, expose a 
vein, pass a Levin tube, and massage 
the prostate. Somehow, the dressing 
cart symbolized the surgeon's craft. 

And then one day, we woke up and 
found the dressing cart gone. Defunct, 
like the 5 cent telephone call, the 
6 inch television screen, and the one- 
bathroom house. Hospital administra- 
tors said that it was not efficient to 
have the supplies all over the hospital. 
They should be concentrated in one 
spot. Overnight, the dressing carts dis- 
appeared, the books were cleared, and 
the accountants But what 
happened to the doctors? 

Today, if you want to do a dressing, 
you send a nurse for a dressing tray, 
which has a few four-by-fours, some 
sterile instruments, one abdominal pad, 
and an applicator or two. If you 
should now find that the wound has to 
be aspirated, the nurse goes back and

“Central Supply 


S THE administrator of a small 
hospital, I trust that I shall not be 
considered too forward in adding my 
thoughts to the perhaps deserved stric- 
tures of Dr. Clifford L. Graves, regard- 
ing the disappearance of the dressing 
cart. 

All of us—in this age of the produc- 
tion line—have got into the way of 
thinking that “anything that saves time, 
saves money.” However, we often fail 
to analyze new ideas and procedures 
to see whether they will really save 
money or whether they just transfer 
the work to other departments where 
they will increase costs and create new 
problems. 

If we could get back to the good old 
days—the days of the “sturdy” nurses, 
half angels and half mechanics, who 
could with equal ease manage auto- 
claves, dressing carts and bandage scis- 
sors as well as irate doctors—I am sure

This is an everyday example of 
what the central supply room has done 
to the doctor. Just how much it has 
decreased his efficiency is difficult to 
express in figures but, judging from 
my experience, I would say 
plenty.

we would all agree with Dr. Graves. 
Yet we must admit that those days are 
gone. Along with the 5 cent tele- 
phone call and the dressing cart, the 
nurses have also disappeared and the 
idea of central supply, with its great 
appeal to the business office, has mani- 
festly come to stay. 

Most small hospitals have not found 
it practical to operate a central supply 
service on a 24 hour basis and have 
developed a modified system which 
furnishes all sterile supplies and special 
equipment, while certain other supplies 
are kept available on the floors. This, 
at least to some degree, preserves the 
possibility of prompt service whose 
loss is rightly bemoaned by Dr. Graves. 

And now—though fearful of wound- 
ing the amour propre of the members 
of our medical staffs—I venture to 
suggest that they can assist in the prop- 
er functioning of central supply by 
taking time to specify what they will 
need before starting a procedure.

‘It's Gone—and 
Good Riddance” 


READ with interest Dr. Graves’ 

article on the dressing cart. Isn't 
it interesting how the “good old days” 
are always completely good and how 
no one remembers all the cifficulties, 
trials and tribulations that were met in 
those times. Surely, Dr. Graves at some 
time or other had one or more of the 
following things happen in the “good 
old days” of the dressing cart: 

He arrived on the nursing division 
and discovered some other doctor had 
already latched onto the cart, and 
chances were the other doctor would 
hang onto it for at least 30 minutes or 
more. What did Dr. Graves do—wait 
patiently until the other surgeon was 
through? Or did he insist that what- 
ever nurse was available should serve 
him—but from the dressing cart at 
the other end of the division? If so, 
she trotted back and forth carrying to 
Dr. Graves the items he wanted, not 
adhering to good technic since the cart 
was never meant to supply sterile 
wrappers or extra towels for transpor- 
tation of supplies here and there. 

Perhaps Dr. Graves remembers ar- 
riving just as some busy surgeon had 
completed his rounds. The cart was 
available—but what had happened to 
the supplies? They were gone. Maybe 
the nurse had to travel, not to the cen- 
tral service of today where everything 
is at hand, but, to some other division 
and surreptitously steal a few items 
from some other cart or go all the way 
to surgery, only to discover that sur- 
gery hadn't run the cart supplies 
through the autoclave yet. 

Maybe Dr. Graves arrived at a time 
when he wasn’t supposed to be mak- 
ing rounds (such as at mealtime), and 
the nurses were justified in saying, “I 
am sorry, Doctor. I can't help you now. 
The patients must be fed.” Rather 
than come back at some other time, 
the doctor started out by himself. That 
magic cart which the nurse knew so 
well how to handle was no longer such 
a thing of virtue. A number of the

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bottles which were kept in the cart 
only because some important doctor 
wanted to use them every year or so 
weren't labeled very clearly. Dr. Graves 
might have discovered he wasn't so 
sure he had used alcohol or innocuous 
dissociated hydrogen peroxide. Just 
how many sterile cans of supplies did 
he “unsterile” in his clumsy efforts to 
handle the strange forceps that the 
nurse handled with such skill? Just 
how safe was his technic? 

Perhaps Dr. Graves had insisted, two 
years previously, that a particular size 
special catheter be available on the 
cart. He hadn't called for it for some 
time. One morning he finally had use 
for it, only to discover that, in order to 
provide room for the ever increasing 
supplies that were piled on the cart, 
his special catheter had been elimi- 
nated because it hadn't been used often 
enough. Sure, the nurse had asked him 
about it and he had agreed, only to 
forget his agreement. 

Our hospital has several varieties of 
dressing trays. Some bear the names 
of the most active surgeons. When a 
surgeon anticipates needing something 
in addition to the usual supplies, he so 
advises the nurse. The unusual article 
is ready in the central service room— 
sterilized, properly marked, and avail- 
able. While the doctor is taking care 
of his other patients, the out-of-the- 
ordinary item is obtained for his pa- 
tient from central service. 

Central service, of course, should not 
be in the most distant corner of the 
hospital. Ours is in the middle of the 
surgical floor. Should we ever move it 
to some other location, we would 
maintain a dispensing station on the 
surgical floor to handle the usual run 





of supplies. Actually, these wouldn't 
be too many in number. The spares 
and extras would be kept in central 
service, and the assembling, cleaning, 
wrapping and sterilizing work would 
be done in central service.

7 doctor is undoubtedly laboring 
in an institution which is suffering 
from over-specialization. It would be 
interesting to know whether or not 
the doctor is limiting his practice to 
a narrow specialty. It is an admitted 


fact that the supply room in the 
average hospitals is a money saver, 
should be a time saver, and may be 
conducive to better safety factors 
from the standpoint of sterilization 
and technic. However, the use of the 
supply room must be tempered with 
common sense and is dependent upon 
the arrangement of the hospital and 
the availability of the supply room. 
Would it not be better in these insti- 
tutions to use the supply room for 
preparation of such trays but not en- 
tirely for storage? In this manner the 
trays most frequently used could cer- 
tainly be kept conveniently located 
on the various floors. To anyone who 
has interned in the early Thirties, or 
before, the rickety old dressing cart 
does bring back a feeling of nostalgia.

REVIOUS articles of this series 

showed that statistics are a_ basic 
ingredient of administration and can 
be extremely helpful in solving admin- 
istrative problems. 

Statistics, however, involve more 
than the use of mathematical formulas, 
more than the drawing of charts and 
graphs, more than the compilation of 
long lines of figures and tables. In- 
deed, these are only a part of the total 
process. So far as the hospital execu- 
tive is cot.cerned, they are simply some 
mechanical aspects of the over-all prob- 
lem of discovering and appraising what 
must be dene to assure a more efficient 
use of men, materials and monies to 
reach our common goal—better patient 


care. 


RULES TO BE OBSERVED 

The use of statistics as a practical 
tool of management not only demands 
an intelligent grasp of what the figures 
stand for but also an understanding of 
the problems involved in gathering 
them. It is often assumed that no 
rules exist in this latter area and that 
all one has to do is to collect whatever 
he thinks he needs to solve any or all 
problems. Certainly, intelligence and 
common sense must enter into the 
process at every step. However, there 
are a few ground rules which must be 
observed. To point these out and to 
show how they specifically apply to the 
field of hospital administration is the 
reason for this article. 

There are five basic steps in han- 
dling and using statistical data. All of 
them have administrative implications 
and must be taken into account when 
planning the internal flow and use of 
statistical data in the hospital. 

1. Definition of the problem 

2. Collection of the data 

3. Classification, tabulation and sum- 
marization 

4. Analysis 


5. Interpretation and application 

The first and last steps are primarily 
administrative in nature. But the ex- 
ecutive must also be cognizant of the 
other elements of the total process. Be- 
cause the collection, tabulation and 
analysis of the data are somewhat tech- 
nical and time consuming, they are 
usually delegated to other members of 
his staff who are more familiar with 
this type of work. It is precisely be- 
cause these “behind-the-scenes” steps 
are costly, both in time and in money, 
that the administrator should give close 
attention to them. 

Definition of the Problem. Sta- 
tistics are useful only insofar as they 
provide a basis for action. Unless, 
therefore, they are collected for a 
specific purpose, they may result in 
nothing more than wasted effort. The 
objective must always be explicit and 
clear before it is susceptible to statis- 
tical treatment. In fact, one of the great 
advantages of statistics is that they 
often serve as a catalyst in forcing 
clearer thinking. 

Some questions which you should 
answer before contemplating the use 
of statistics are 

1. What is your problem? 

2. What do you need to know to 
solve it? 

3. What do you already know? 

4. Is the answer available some- 
where else (for example, other hospi- 
tals, hospital councils and associations, 
governmental agencies, or in litera- 
ture)? 

5. Will statistical methods aid in 
the solution or will other managerial 
technics, such as observation, case stu- 
dies, or group discussions be a better 
approach? 

6. What are the difficulties involved 
in gathering such statistical data? 

7. Will the results be worth the 
time and effort expended? 

Asking such questions is simply a 


common sense approach to any prob- 
lem. It is nothing more than the prac- 
tical application of the end-means 
couplet so essential to good adminis- 
tration. Once the problem is defined 
and statistical analysis is selected as 
the approach, then each of the follow- 
ing steps must be taken. 

Collection of the Data. In general, 
the collection of statistics is primarily 
a task of careful and selective counting 
and measuring. Counting presents 
little difficulty when it involves famil- 
iar units, such as the number of per- 
sonnel on the hospital pay roll. Com- 
plications arise, however, in collecting 
figures where some degree of judg- 
ment is involved or where proper defi- 
nition of units is required. Questions 
such as “What is a hospital bed?” or 
“If a patient pays private rates, but is 
not in a private room because no va- 
cancies exist, should he be classified 
as a private patient?” necessitate the 
formulation of clear-cut definitions or 
procedures on what to count and on 
what to eliminate. Uniformity of defi- 
nitions is especially important in mak- 
ing comparisons between hospitals and 
even between units within the same 
hospital. Section 1 of the American 
Hospital Association's “Handbook on 
Accounting, Statistics and Business Of- 
fice Procedures for Hospitals” which 
deals with “Uniform Hospital Statistics 
and Classification of Accounts” may 
be consulted for guidance in such 
instances. 

Like Caesar's wife, the person re- 
sponsible for collecting the data should 
be above suspicion. Bias and careless- 
ness are the two great enemies of 
sound, verifiable facts. Where judg- 
ment is required to interpret which 
facts should be included and which 
excluded, it is a good practice to have 
a trained or experienced substitute 
ready to take over in the absence of 
the person regularly assigned such

duties. This is especially important 
when the statistics must be collected 
daily as in the compilation of the daily 
census report or in the tabulation of 
Outpatient visits. 

Several other decisions must be 
made in gathering statistical data. 

1. Must every unit be counted or 
will a sample of a limited number of 
cases be sufficient? 

Samples are representative observa- 
tions as contrasted to a complete count 
of all cases within the field of investi- 
gation. All of us are familiar with the 
basic idea of the Gallup and similar 
polls published in various newspapers 
throughout the country. By polling the 
sentiments of, say, 5000 potential vot- 
ers, such polls attempt to predict the 
voting behavior of 60,000,000 voters. 
The problems and dangers of this 
technic are well known. But there are 
many instances where simple sampling 
methods are useful. A complete study 
of the length of life of a// linens used 
in the hospital would be too expensive 
and too time consuming. Indeed, 
would the precise accuracy obtained 
from such a count be worth while? 
For example, would you expend sev- 
eral hundred man-hours to learn the 
exact length of life of hand towels, 
when a selected study of 50 marked 
towels would reveal a figure accurate 
within 10 to 20 per cent?! 

2. How will data be collected? 

Will it be based on results of ques- 
tionnaires, enumeration of observable 
events, routine reports from various 


Stephen Gilman outlines some simple 
approaches to the problem of sampling in 
his book “What the Figures Mean” (New 
York., The Ronald Press Co., 1944). Rather 
than continue this subject, it is recommended 
that the reader refer to that source for fur- 
ther information. Note that here the author 
is not discussing the highly technical aspects 
of sampling such as is required in con- 
trolling the quality of tire tubes or in pre- 
dicting public opinion. Such inductive 
methods are much too advanced and haz 
ardous to be used by the nonprofessional 
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areas within the hospital or selections 
from published sources such as the 
“Administrator's Guide Issue” of Hos 
pitals’ Regardless of the method used, 
it must always be remembered that the 
problem of collection centers on the 
nature of the data involved. Obviously, 
the form in which the information is 
kept and its availability can be either 
a help or a hindrance in this regard. 
The speed with which the data must 
be supplied often necessitates the sac- 
rificing of more accurate sources. A 
word of warning at this point regard- 
ing special statistical reports. Such re- 
ports or studies should not be under- 
taken until it is certain that the in- 
formation desired is not already being 
collected in whole or in part some- 
where in the hospital. 

3. Who will actually collect the 
data? 

Obviously the answer to this ques- 
tion depends on internal organiza- 
tional patterns and the particular ar- 
rangements made for the keeping of 
basic records and reports within the 
hospital. If the business office is re- 
sponsible for the preparation of pa- 
tients’ Blue Cross reports, one would 
scarcely expect the medical records de- 
partment to supply detailed statistics 
on this particular activity. In any event, 
care should be exercised to avoid du- 
plication in the preparation and main- 
tenance of statistical facts and records. 
It is strongly recommended that hos- 
pitals take a periodic inventory of the 
types and uses of all statistics kept by 
every department within the hospital 
to avoid the accumulation of unused 
facts and figures or the duplication of 
the same data by various departments 
or people. 

Classification, Tabulation and 
Summarization. As various events 
occur within the hospital they are 
recorded in one form or another. At 


some point, however, the raw data 


must be simplified if they are to be 
at all useful. Think of the process 
completed thus far. The need for a 
certain type of statistical data has been 
determined and a mass of individual 
occurrences has been collected. Now 
what? These facts must be classified, 
arranged in some workable form, and 
summarized. For example, a number 
of events or characteristics are recorded 
as follows: X-Y-X-X-Z-Y-Y- 
¥Y-X-X%-Z2-X-Y-X-Z 

These can be classified and tabulated 
as XXXXXXX beeeed y 1 tO 
which, in turn, can be summarized as 
7X’'s, SY’s and 3Z’s. In short, these 
steps “separate the data in terms of 
their differences and group them in 
terms of basic similarities.” * 


USE THE ADDING MACHINE 

Classification, tabulation and sum- 
marization are often laborious and 
costly. Probably no part of the total 
statistical process is so Closely asso- 
ciated with tedium and tired eyes. For- 
tunately, modern automatic methods 
of tabulation and counting have con- 
tributed greatly to simplifying these 
procedures. Not every hospital can 
afford, however, to use advanced ma- 
chine systems in either its accounting 
or statistical operations; indeed, the 
relatively limited amount of data col- 
lected by many such institutions does 
not require elaborate systems. But, 
properly designed worksheets and sim- 
ple manual methods, such as key slot 
cards and peg boards, should not be 
overlooked as possible labor saving de- 
vices in handling hospital statistical 
data. And don't forget the two old re- 
liables—the adding machine and the 
calculator! 

Analysis. Analysis means “taking a 
thing apart.” This can be done by 
critically examining or resolving the 
data into basic elements through the 
application of various mathematical 
technics or by relating the findings to 
other facts and figures. Indeed, analy- 
sis is the very heart of all statistical 
methods. As practically all textbooks 
on statistics are devoted to a detailed 
treatment of this subject, only a few 
of the highlights need be outlined here. 

One of the commonest methods of 
analysis is to discover what is typical. 
Here statistics not only highlight the 
unusual but also give us some idea of 
the ordinary or the humdrum. Part 1* 
of this series treated the application of

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the various types of averages to hos- 
pital problems in some detail. 
Another type of analysis is that 
which attempts to relate changes or 
differences in one group of figures with 
those of another related group of fig- 
ures. The computation of various per- 
centages and ratios, simple compari- 
sons, the construction of index num- 
bers, the analysis of time series data,

and similar technics are examples of 
this approach. The uses of time series 
as an aid in solving hospital problems 
have already been discussed in Part 2 
of this series.‘ 

Graphic methods are probably the 
most useful of all analytic technics. 
Charts often not only serve as a method 
of presenting one’s final product but 
also are a basic working tool in analyz-

Southeastern Conference Hears Debates 
on Indigent Care and Specialist Payments 


New ORLEANS.—John Gill, busi- 
ness manager of the Mercy Hospital- 
Street Memorial, Vicksburg, Miss., was 
named president-elect of the South- 
eastern Hospital Conference at the 
annual meeting here, April 8 to 10. 
Breaking all previous attendance rec- 
ords, registration reached 1390 dele- 
gates, it was reported. Fifty exhibitors 
occupied 83 booths in the exhibit hall. 

A debate, “Should Hospitals Pro- 
vide Service to Patients From Govern- 
mental and Welfare Agencies at Rates 
Below Cost,” was held between Dr. 
John R. McGibony of the Public 
Health Service and Robert G. Carter 
of St. Luke's, Jacksonville, Fla., in 
the affirmative, and Albert V. White- 
hall of the American Hospital Asso- 
ciation’s Washington bureau and 
Tracy B. Hare of Variety Children’s 
Hospital, Miami, in the negative. 

Dr. McGibony, opening for the af- 
firmative, stated that hospitals must 
put their houses and facts in order 
if they want the public to pay hospital 
bills in full through public agencies. 
He pointed out that indigent care 
is a community responsibility and that 
government and private philanthropy 
plus individual initiative and responsi- 
bility must carry the load. The other 
speaker on the affirmative side, Robert 
Carter, raised the question, “Should 
taxes be raised and money appropri- 
ated to pay hospitals at whatever rate 
they claim to equal their costs?” then 
added, “Hospitals originated on the 
foundation of charity. We are always 
tempted to look to government to solve 
all our economic problems. If hos- 
pitals are paid full cost for all indigent 
patients and private patients, they can 
scarcely qualify for tax exemption.” 
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Tracy Hare, opening the case for 
the negative, said, “If the principle 
of selling a product below cost should 
become widespread, our national econ- 
omy would be wrecked. Selling hos- 
pital care below cost and hence jeo- 
pardizing the financial position of the 
hospital is a violation of the hospital's 
public trust.” He pointed out that 
the voluntary, short-term hospitals in 
Florida will lose approximately $800,- 
000 in 1953 on the care of indigent 
patients who are the responsibility of 
some unit of government. “This 
means,” said Mr. Hare, “a loss of 
26 cents per patient day in every 
general hospital in Florida.” Continu- 
ing, he stated: “Hospitals have been 
exploited by government agencies and 
in many cases by insurance groups, 
particularly compensation insurance 
carriers.” 

Following discussion after the de- 
bate, the judges cast their vote unani- 
mously in favor of the negative side 
of the question. In his summary of 
the debate, Everett W. Jones of The 
MODERN HOspPITAL, one of the judges,

ing what is taking place or in apprais- 
ing one’s findings. 

Obviously, then, analysis can be 
a highly technical procedure. However, 
as has been stressed throughout this 
series, high-powered statistical methods 
are generally not required in handling 
routine hospital statistics. In fact, it is 
all too easy to go to extremes in using 
these technics. Listen to what a famous 
statistician has to say in this regard: 
“Mathematics is a queer horse and all 
too easily runs away with its rider; and 
then there is such a satisfaction in try- 
ing its various gaits in all sorts of roads 
that many a rider has gone off in al- 
most the opposite direction from the 
path he should have followed in his 
pursuit of the solution to some scien- 
tific problem.” 

Interpretation and Application. 
The object of all hospital statistics is to 
provide facts—not just any facts, but 
facts which can be used. Once these 
have been collected, classified, tabu- 
lated, summarized and analyzed, they 
are still nothing more than cold figures. 
Life must be breathed into them. The 
expression of opinion based on fact- 
ual data is called interpretation and 
brings us back to where we started. 
It is the point at which we must supply 
answers to our original problem; it is 
the very reason for all the efforts we 
have expended. 

Statistics and like technics only fa- 
cilitate the making of administrative 
decisions. They are part of the process 
of management and should not be re- 
garded as management itself or as a 
substitute for knowledge and experi- 
ence. They can be used to point up 
relevant facts and relationships. They 
provide a guide for managerial action, 
but only after human decision, human 
experience and human initiative are 
brought into the picture. 

To telescope this series into a few 
words, there are two types of statistics: 
statistics undesirable and statistics de- 
sirable. The former are needless ac- 
cumulations of facts and figures which 
only occupy valuable space in a file 
cabinet or, even worse, which are mis- 
used or misleading. So far as hospital 
executives are concerned, statistics de- 
sirable are nothing more than facts 
expressed in simple quantitative terms 
which are used as an aid in attaining 
the hospital's basic goals: the provision 
of better patient care with efficiency 
and economy.

In chronic illness, we must put 


The RIGHT PATIENT 
in the RIGHT BED 


DEAN W. ROBERTS

CCORDING to the best data 

available, there are in the United 
States today approximately 28,000,000 
persons with chronic disease. Ap- 
proximately 4,000,000 of these are 
invalids.’ Those figures give a nu- 
merical measure of chronic illness, but 
they somehow fall short of conveying 
the meaning behind them. We are 
accustomed to large numbers and our 
reaction would probably be about the 
same if the figures quoted were 
doubled or halved. The only way to 
feel the full meaning of chronic ill- 
ness is to walk through the wards of 
the nursing home, the chronic disease 
hospital, and to go the rounds of the 
visiting nurse as she visits the homes 
of the sick. The Commission on 
Chronic Illness is making a study of 
patients in nursing Care institutions in 
Maryland and, as our staff reads through 
thousands of case reports, the tragedy 
and misery which they represent 
weighs heavily on us. The commission 
has assumed the responsibility of 
focusing the attention of America on 
this problem and of trying to find 
better ways of dealing with it. Our 
activities have two principal emphases: 
What can be done to prevent chronic 
illness? How can we provide better 
care? This discussion will be directed 
to the problem of better care for the 
chronically ill. 

Albert Deutsch is said to 
quipped that the only reliable statistic 
is that “one out of one die.” Some die 
with blessed suddenness, others have

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accidents or disease that leave them 
disabled, still others have lingering 
terminal illnesses. For the population 
as a whole there is an average pre- 
dictable period of disability in the 
months and years preceding death. 
With our present stage of knowledge, 
this period of disability is largely un- 
alterable. We may move this period 
forward in the age span so that per- 
sons are healthy longer and live longer, 
but we are not likely to shorten sub- 
stantially the period of illness and 
disability which precedes death. As a 
matter of fact, this period of lingering 
disability is likely to increase in length 
as a result of improved medical science 
which permits the patient with ad- 
vanced heart, kidney and liver diseases 
to live longer. 

What then are our paramount ob- 
jectives in the care of persons with 
chronic illness? Among the most 
important are these: 

1. Increased care of the infirm, 
aged and senile in their own homes 
in Contrast to institutional care. 

2. Better integration of general 
hospitals, chronic disease units, and 
homes for the aged in order that each 
patient is cared for in the type of 
facility he needs. 

3. A new emphasis on rehabilita- 
tion of the chronically ill. 

Modern society has not yet evolved 
any fully satisfactory pattern of care 
of the infirm and disabled. The num- 
bers of these unfortunate persons are 
growing in size so rapidly that they 
pose a serious community problem 
over the entire nation. There will 
probably be no single standard solu- 
tion but 4 series of partial solutions 
each contributing to an over-all pattern 
of care. Our first preference is for 


as many of these persons as possible 
to be cared for in their own home or 
in the home of loving relatives. Care 
in the best institution is probably less 
good or at least less happy than living 
in a plain home with one’s own family. 

Profound sociological changes in the 
structure of society during the last two 
generations have greatly reduced the 
practice of caring for the old and 
infirm at home. The progressive shift 
from an agricultural to an industrial 
economy; the increased mobility of 
families; the concentration of the pop- 
ulation in cities; the trend toward 
apartment living and smaller houses; 
the frequency with which the wife as 
well as the husband is employed, all 
tend to reduce the number of oldsters 
who can be cared for at home, particu- 
larly if they are invalids. Coincident 
with these trends, the actual number 
of persons over age 65 has increased 
four-fold in 50 years.* This aging of 
the population has not slowed and we 
can expect the pressure to provide 
adequate care for the aged to increase 
progressively in the years ahead. 

We probably shall not succeed in 
turning back the clock on the basic 
sociological changes that have made 
care in the home more difficult to work 
out. There are, however, some definite 
practical things which will encourage 
families to care for oldsters and in- 
valids at home. One of the most im- 
portant of these is to provide sup- 
portive services for these families. 

What are the services that a young 
and busy housewife would welcome 
most if she had, for example, a semi- 
invalid grandfather in the home? I

However, 
the semiprivate and, especially, the 
private units are intended to be main 
tained at a profitable or at least self 
sustaining level. To this extent, there 
fore, a hospital is not considered a 
charitable institution 

As a result of this differentiation in 
accommodations, it is the responsibility

pense. Obviously, if a substantial ex 
penditure were to be omitted from 
these costs any rate based upon such 
figures would be inadequate. There 
fore, by excluding depreciation, which 
is the prorated cost of building and 
equipment, from operating expenses, 
hospitals are understating the costs to 
be recovered from private and semi 
via related service

Before discussing the reasons hos 
pitals ignore depreciation, it would be 


expedient to review the commercial 


application of this item. It is gen- 
erally conceded that every expenditure 
of a business ultimately will be con- 


sidered as an expense. If the item 


purchased is consumed in the current 
fiscal period, it will be included in the 


related costs. However, buildings and 
purchases of furniture and equipment 
represent more permanent acquisitions 
which will be utilized over a span of 
several years. Hence, the cost of such 
items is distributed over their estimated 
lifetime in order to avoid a distortion 
of operating results for the periods

HOSPITALS CLAIM EXEMPTION 


It would seem that this overwhelm 
ing array of authority should be con 
clusive on the subject. However, it is 
claimed that hospital buildings and 
equipment should be exempt from 
depreciation because they are purchased 
primarily from funds donated specifi 
cally for that purpose. It is alleged 
that if depreciation were included in 
operating costs and reflected in related 
hospital rates, in addition to the funds 
raised for such items, a double burden 
would, in effect, be imposed on the 
public

say that the assumption that hospitals 
purchase their fixtures and equipment 
only from earmarked donations is in- 
accurate. General public contributions 
are usually merged with operating in 
come and it is substantially these funds 
that are expended for hospital equip- 
ment. Therefore, this merger of in 
come negates the possibility of identi- 
tying the source of funds used for such 
acquisitions. Let us assume, however, 
that these assets are procured primarily 
from donations and, consequently, that 
the public would be paying twofold

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operating expense. To be consistent, 


therefore, we must also assume that 
the inclusion in operating costs of any 
expenditure made from donated funds 
would also impose a duplicate charge 
on the patient 


Let us now examine the ultimate 
effect of applying such a proposition 
Purchases of medical supplies, such as 
dressings, drugs and the like, as well 
is equipment, are also paid for in part 
by contributions. Hence, such expenses 
should also be extracted from operat

If 


this were carried to its 
logical extreme, eventually the major 


portion of hospital income would be

patients’ charges. This ridiculous out- 
come should remove all doubts as to 
the status of depreciation as an expense 

In the past, the problem concerning 
the treatment of depreciation has been 
dismissed as an academic question of 
theory which should concern only ac- 
countants. However, it should be 
remembered that accounting is not a 
tool of theorists, but an exact science 
which has been devised to reflect the 
economic import of all financial trans- 
actions. If a procedure is wrong ac- 
counting-wise, its impact will be felt 
financially. Accordingly, the exclusion 
of depreciation from operating ex 


penses not only produces inadequate 


rate structures but reduces the operat- 
ing cost as the basis for reim- 
bursement by many group insurance 
plans such as Blue Cross. Hence, as a 
partial result of the improper attitude 
toward depreciation, many hospitals 


used 


are now experiencing substantial op- 
erating deficits. 

In view of this condition, the con- 
sideration of depreciation as an op 
erating cost essential, 
rather than merely an optional, ex- 


represents an 
pedient for the maintenance of a 
sound economy by our hospitals.

For hospital service, we have also 
folded dressings at our regular meet 
ings. We have made tray favors for 
holidays. In addition, through our 
hospital services chairman, we have 
cooperating with us the women of the 
Jeffery Manor auxiliary to the Ameri 
can Legion. These friends have folded 
great quantities of dressings, and have 
also made pajamas, in three different 
size ranges for child patients, using 
flannel furnished by our auxiliary 

The decision to furnish this flan 
nel, interestingly enough, crystallized 
a major policy for us. From the be 
ginning it was felt that because of 
our small membership and working 
capital, and because we were not suf 
ficiently educated as yet to appraise 
the hospital's many needs, we should 
defer to a future date any expendi 
ture for supplies or equipment for the 
hospital. Today, the more we study 
work and observe, the wiser this prac 
tice seems, and we commend it to 
other beginners. It is sometimes dif 
ficult to resist making a_ relatively 
small expenditure for what seems to 
be a needed article, but it is essential 
to wait, consider and evaluate the most 
ethicient use of limited funds 

One of Chicago Memorial's greatest 
needs is for an integrated public rela- 
tions program. Public relations is not 
to be confused with publicity. The 
latter is only one facet of public re 
lations. Every hospital has public re 
lations with its personnel, staff, trus 
tees, patients, business acquaintances, 
and the general public. Even the best 
of relations in any one field or with 
any group can be improved, however, 
if they fit into an over-all plan or 
picture. It is this integrated picture 
which is so often lacking and which 
at Chicago Memorial had been the 
victim of blight 

What does this have to do with 
spending $25 for flannel to make 
children’s pajamas? Simply this: An 
offer of service is a beautiful and 
friendly gesture. The support of a 
group which will make such an offer 
is to be prized. To rebuff such an 
interest because our budget had no 
provision tor the purchase of hospital 
supplies would have been a rude and 
shortsighted — act This expenditure 
was, therefore, made for flannel, but 
it is chargeable truly not to “hospital 
service” but to “public relations 

Another public relations activity 


has been the initiation of a monthly 


news bulletin, which ts mailed to all 
auxiliary members as well as trustees 
and staff physicians, and is available 
at the hospital switchboard to others 

A program was planned directed 
toward learning more about our im 
mediate neighborhood and the steps 
being taken for its rehabilitation. On 
Dec. 5, 1949, the auxiliary held its 
regular meeting on its regular date 
but the time, place, audience and topic 
were unique in auxiliary history. The 
time was evening; the place (because 
there was no adequate space at the 
hospital) was an auditorium at Illinois 
Institute of Technology, our neiglibor 
and co-sponsor for the meeting; the 
audience included auxiliary members, 
hospital staff and personnel, friends 
of the hospital, trustees, housing ex- 
pe rts 

A trustee of the hospital served as 
moderator of a panel discussion. The 
over-all picture of the rehabilitation 
of the near south side was discussed 
by the executive director of the South 
Side Planning Board, following which 
the problems and plans for Illinois 
Tech, Michael Reese Hospital, and 
Chicago Memorial were presented by 
a key man from each institution. The 
architectural problem for Chicago Me 
morial was presented by our archi 
tect. A lively general discussion fol

This meeting marked a_ turning 
point in the thinking of many in the

Our life as an auxiliary has been 
it times exciting, turbulent, wearying 
We have worked hard, and we know 
there is much more work ahead. But 
we take pride in the fact that we 
have been assured by the trustees, staff 
and entire hospital family that we are

However, as has been pointed 
out previously, ergonovine 1s much 
more specific and quicker acting than 
ergotamine Furthermore. ergonovine 
is much less toxic and ts rapidly ab 
sorbed from the gastrointestinal tract 
For these reasons ergonovine, in the 
form of its maleate salt called Ergo 
trate has replaced ergotamine as an 
obstetrical agent. At present, ergota 
mine, as the tartrate salt (Gynergen ) 
is used clinically primarily in the treat 
ment of migraine headache. Its mech 
anism of action in this condition is un 
known. but appears to be related tO 
its property of contracting vascular 
smooth muscle 

Ergot preparations have been used 
for centuries as oxytocics, that 1s, as 
agents for hastening labor. The word 
oxytocic is derived from two Greek 
words, “oxys” meaning swift and “to 
kos” meaning labor. Thus, an oxytoci 
agent is one that produces a_ swift 
labor or birth. Stearns in 1808 used 
ergot primarily for its oxytocic ettects 
The medical profession of his time 
was quick to use this new wonder 
drug, sometimes wisely, but often dan 
gerously. In 1822, Hosach wrote that 
ergot, the “pulvis ad partum” for the 
mother, was a “pulvus ad mortem” for 
the fetus. Following the indiscriminate 
use of ergot, fetal mortality was great 
ly increased. Ergot produced not only 
an increase in rhythmical uterine con 
tractions but also a persistent increase 
in tone (uterine tetany fetal death 
was due to asphyxia. The use of ergot 
preparations before the end of the 
third stage of labor gradually tell into 
disrepute 

With the discovery of ergonovine 
Davis (1940) revived the use of an 
ergot preparation to shorten the third 
stage of labor. Ergonovine was given 
intravenously at the time of delivery 
of the anterior shoulder of the fetus 
Following the administration of ergo 
novine there was an almost immedizte 
contraction of the uterus with delivery 
of the baby, and se paration of the 
placenta Thus, the duration of the 
third stage of labor was greatly re 
duced. Under this regime there was 
al marked reducti nin the incidence ot 
postpartum hemorrhage (Davis, 1940

and the phosphate or other substances 
which would be required. The second 
factor, that of quality, was predicated 
on a standard of what is “acceptable 
work 

The study made by our engineers 
was based on the following premises 
(a) Total hardness of the San Fran 
cisco city water taken over several 
years in grains per gallon averages 
3.8; (b) the estimated peak water 
requirements in the new laundry is 
20,000 pounds per work day; (c) the 
soap used is costly; (d) the water 
of 3 grains per gallon hardness, ot 
less, is sufficiently soft; however, there 
is a soap saving and quality improve 
ment down to zero hardness: (€) one 
ind one-half pounds ot sOap 1S saved 
for every grain hardness removed pet 
1000 gallons of water 

The engineers’ arguments were 
tabulated, showing the reasons in favor 
of and those against the installation 
of a water softener, and the affirma 
tive evidence convinced the adminis 
tration that it would be wise to have 
such an installation

areas This is to be used only in such places as 


gorages, where dirt has become encrusted It is to be 
used only until the impacted dirt is removed from the floor 
Then, for scrubbing, the bassine brush is to be installed 


on the machine 


This brush cannot and must not be used as a scrubbing brush 
on floors, the only exception being carpet shampooing 
Carpet shampooing requires a softer brush than ordinary 
floor scrubbing does 


The fibers of this brush will not stand up when wet 
These fibers have been especially chosen because of the 
nice buffing job they can do 


The fibers of this bassine brush have been grown in water 
and will therefore stand up under the rigors of floor scrub 
bing. They are coarse enough to aid the soap solution with 


removal of floor soils 


The lamb’s wool polishing pad when used upon the floor 
machine in the manner prescribed will help to remove some 
of the ugly swirl marks made by the usual buffing procedure 
This is a costly item of floor-care equipment—and must be 
given good care 
The steel wool pad is usually referred to as a ‘wooler 
It has two important uses 

The first use is to aid in removing hard old wax in the 
wax stripping operation 

In this operation the wooler is laid upon the floor. The 
machine equipped with a scrubbing brush is settled over 
the wooler. It is then used thus: A generous amount of 
stripping solution, which is made up of a maximum con 
centration of 4 to 6 ounces of a suitable cleaning compound, 
is spread over the area to be stripped. The solution is then 
allowed to remain long enough to soften the wax and 
thereby make it easier to remove. After the solution has 
softened or emulsified the wax coating, the rotary machine 
equipped with scrubbing brush and wooler is run over and 
over the area. The floor must be kept quite wet in order 
for the procedure to work 

Immediately the old wax is sufficiently emulsified for 
easy removal, it is to be picked up by methods shown else 


where in this manual 


The felt pad which can be attached to the rotary floor 
machine is used for a final polish—a satin sheen polish 
It will eliminate many of the scrolls, swirls and other marks 
of buffing 

If such a pad as this is not obtainable, a substitute can 
be easily made which will serve very well. This substitute 
may be an old wool blanket which can be cut to fit the 
machine brush, laid underneath it the same as any other 
pad, and used on the rotary machine to put the final 
smooth finish on a waxed floor 


The numerous gum wads which are encountered in most 
mopping operations should be removed from the floor with 
this scraper before the mopping procedures begin 
The deck brush is the best possible substitute for a floor 


scrubbing machine 


This curved blade squeegee is an excellent tool with which 
to pick up mopping or flood waters. It eliminates the need 
for mop removal of water 

It has rubber squeegee blades which when pushed along 
the floor move the water right into the special water-pick 


up pan 


There is a handy size of floor squeegee for pick-up jobs 
of any magnitude.

Floors have different characteristics and different person

To illustrate this text the instructor should have a sample 
swatch of the kind of floors the worker will encounter in 
his day to day work. Take time out to elaborate on the 
weaknesses and strengths of each type of flooring 


Floors have pores. The instructor should elaborate upon 
the points in these two illustrations. To impress the learner 
more deeply, a magnifying lens might be used to demon 
strate the porous qualities of the different types of floorings 


Here the evils of water damage to wood floors must be 
emphasized. So also must the evils of damaging the varnish 
enamel or other protective coatings 


Here Moppy repeats his chief objective, that of mopping not 
only for cleanliness but toward the goal of good hospital 


sanitation 


Here again the instructor must emphasize the purpose of 
Moppy’s work. He mops his floors clean so that they will 
be sanitary. His damp-mopping procedures are important 
to reduce dust and to spot-clean after spillage

Court Order Averts 
Minneapolis Strike Threat 


MINNEAPOLIS.—Threats of a strike 
against Minneapolis hospitals by build 
ing service employes were averted here 
April 11 when Judge William C. Lar 
son of the Hennepin County District 
Court issued a restraining order under 
a state labor law prohibiting strikes in 
charitable hospitals 

The order required representatives 
of Local 113, Building Service Em 
ployees Union, A.F.L., to show Cause 
why the restraining order should not 
be made an injunction 

Attorneys for the union held that 
the state law ts unconstitutional. The 
union represents 700 nonprofessional 
employes at 10 voluntary hospitals 

Prior to issuance of the restraining 
order, the union was given authority 
to call a strike by the central labor 
union policy committee, and meetings 
of union and hospital representatives 
were conducted by Kenneth Sovereign, 
assistant state labor conciliator

Hospital costs and charges received 
their usual share of attention from 
several nationally known speakers. As 
Michael M. Davis, chairman, executive 
committee, Committee for the Nation's 
Health Inc., sees it, there is no way 
of dealing with full enrollment for 
prepaid hospital care other than with 
aid from government funds.
